Kaganovich in this film demonstrates the importance the 
Soviet Union places upon heavy industries, all of which come 
under the absolute one-man control of Kaganovich himself, as 
director of all heavy industries. The most reliable figures esti- 
mate that some 85,000,000 workers in industry form the group 
under Kaganovich’s control. 

Although Kaganovich played an important part in the war 
against Germany, inspired no doubt by the attitude of the German 
government and nation towards his co-religionists, nevertheless 
his influence was the deciding factor in kidnapping 175,000 
German scientists, technicians and industrialists and molding 
them into the core of a greatly expanded industrial machine. 

The United States was high-pressured into refusing admit- 
tance to this important group on the grounds that they were 
Nazis. Washington weeps today that these 175,000 Germans 
were not brought into the United States after World War II. 
It would have deprived the Soviet Union of the brains which 
are today solely responsible for their military might. The world 
may weep tomorrow that these 175,000 Germans did not land 
in the United States instead of in the Soviet Union.”
